“ Fellow citizens. I h tv e been told 
that Home of my opponents have said 
that it was a disgrace to the county 
of Sangamon to have such a looking 
man ns 1 am stuck up for the legisla­ 
ture. Now. I thought this was a free 
country: that is the reason 1 address 
you today. Had I have known to the 
contrary, I should not have consented 
to run, but I will say one thiug, let 
the shoe pinch where it may: When I 
have been a candidate before you some 
five or six times and have been beaten 
every time, I will consider it a dls 
grace and will be sure never to try it 
again, but I am bound to beat thut 
man if I am beat myself. Mark that!" 
These were not the only speeches lie 
made in furtheruuce of his present 
claims, but they are all of which we 
have any Intelligible account. 
There 
was one subject upon which he felt 
himself peculiarly comj>etent to speak ~ 
the practical application of the “Inter­ 
nal improvement system" to the river 
which flowed by the doors of the con­ 
stituency he addressed. lie firmly be­ 
lieved in the right of the legislature of 
the stute or the congress of the United 
States to appropriate the public money 
to local improvements for the sole a d ­ 
vantage of limited districts, and that 
lie believed it g.x>d policy to exercise 
the right ills subsequent conduct in the 
legislature and an elaborate speech in 
congress are sufficient proof. 
In this 
doctrine he had the a!:: i : enanimous 
support of the ptvple of ITiiaoU. 
Mr. Lincoiu knew well that the policy 
of local Improvement at the general ex 
peune was at th..t moment decidedly the 
most popular platform he could mount 
but he felt that tills was not enough for 
his individual purposes, since It was no 
Invention of his and belonged to near! 
everybody eise us much as to him. He 
therefore prudently ingrafted upon It 
hobby of his own 
the Improvement of 
the Sangamon river, a plan to straight 
en it by m eans of cuts, to clear out 
obstructions and m ake It a commercial 
highv . . t the cost of the state. 


Prepares Wri.ten Address. 
That th V.-.t was nearly. If not quite 
Impracticable the trip of the Talisman 
under Mr. Lincoln's piloting and tin 
fact that the river remained tmlm 
proved during all the years of the in 
tem al Improvement mania would seem 
to be pretty clear evidence. 
But the 
theme was agreeable to the popular ear 
and had lieen dear to Lincoln from the 
moment be laid his eyes on the Sau 
gauion

His experience In navigating the river 
was not calculated to make film forget 
It, and it had occupied his thoughts 
more or loss froiTI that day forward. 
Now that it might be turned to good 
use where he was personally interested, 
he set n '- r d preparing a written ad­ 
dress on it and on some other questions 
of local interest, upon which he bestow 
cd lnfluite pulns. 
The gram m atical errors in the first 
draft were corrected by Mr. McNamar, 
the pioneer of New Salem as a business 


point and the gentleman who was d«a* 
tined to be Mr. Lincoln’s rival in the 
most im portant love affair of his life. 
The following Is a portion of the fin­ 
ished iwiper: 


To the People of Sangam on County: 
Fellow Citizens—Having becom e a candi­ 
date for the honorable office of one of 
your representatives in the next general 
assem bly of this state, in accordance with 
an established custom and the principles 
of true Republicanism it becomes my duty 
to m ake known to you, the p,oplc, whom 
I propose 
to represent, m y sentim ents 
with regard to locul affairs. 
Time and experience have verified to a 
dem onstration the public utility of in­ 
ternal improvements. 
That the poorest 
and 
m ost 
thinly 
populated 
countries 
would be greatly benefited by the opening 
of good roads and In the clearing of nav­ 
igable stream s within their lim its 1» what 
no person will deny. Yet it is folly to un­ 
dertake works of this kind or any other 
kind w ithout first knowing that we are 
able to finish them, as half finished work 
generally proves to be labor lost. 
There 
cannot ju stly be any objection to having 
railroads and canals any more than to 
other good 
things, 
provided 
they 
cost 
nothing. 
The only objection is to paying 
for them , and the objection arises from 
the w ant o f ability to pay. 
W ith respect to the county of Sanga­ 
mon, som e more easy m eans of Communi­ 
cation than it now possesses for the pur­ 
pose of facilitating the task of exporting 
the surplus products of its fertile soil and 
Importing necessary articles from abroad 
are Indispensably necessary. 
From my peculiar circum stances, It Is 
probable that for the last tw elve m onths 
I have given as particular attention to 
the stage of the w ater In the Sangamon 
river as an y other person in the country. 
In tlie m onth of March, 1*31. in company 
with others. I commenced the building of 
a tl at boat on the Sang imon and finished 
and took her out in . he course of the 
spring 
Since that tim e I have been con-

I have no w ealthy or popu 
Jar relations or friends to recommend 
My case Is thrown exclusively upon the 
indtpendent voters of the county, and, if 
elected, they will have conferred a favor 
upon me for which I shall be unrem itting 
in my labors to com pensate. 
But if the 
good people in their wisdom shall see lit 
to keep me In the background, I have 
been too fam iliar with disappointm ents 
to be very much chagrined. 
Your friend

New Salem , March 9, 1832. 
Mr. Lincoln was defeated at the eleo 
tion, having 4To votes less than the can 
diilate who had the highest number 
But his disappointm ent was softened 
by the action of his im m ediate neigh 
bors, who gave him an almost unani 
mous support. With three solitary ex­ 
ceptions lie received the whole vote of 
his precinct—277 being one more than 
the whole number cast for both the 
candidates for congress.

certied In the mill at New Salem. These 
circum stances are sufficient evidence that 
I have not been very inattentive to the 
ntagtfS of the water. 
The time at which 
we crossed the mill dam beinsr In the last 
day* of April, the water wa i lower than 
it had been since the break.ng of winter 
In February or than it w as for several 
weeks after. The principal difficulties we 
encountered In descending the river were 
from the drifted timber, which obstruc­ 
tions all know are not difficult to be re­ 
moved. 
K nowing alm ost 
precisely 
the 
height of w ater at that time. I believe I 
am safe in saying thut It lias as often 
been higher us lower since. 
From this view of the subject It ap­ 
pears that my calculations with regard 
to the navigation of the H.mgamon can­ 
not but be founded In reason; but, w hat­ 
ever m ay bo Its natural advantages, cer­ 
tain it is that It never can be practically 
useful to any great extent without being 
greatly Improved by art.

It appears that the practice of drawing

It seem s as though we ure never 
to have an end to tills baneful and corrod­ 
ing system , acting alm ost as prejudicial 
to the general Interests of the community 
as a direct tax of several thousand dollars 
annually laid on each county for the bene­ 
fit of a few Individuals only, unless there 
be a law m ade fixing the lim its of usury. A 
law for this purpose, I am of opinion, 
m ay be m ade without m aterially injuring 
any class of people. 
In cases of extreme 
necessity there could alw ays be means 
found to cheat the law, while In all other 
cases tt would have its intended effv. t 
I 
would favor the passage of a law on 
this subject 
which might not be 
very 
easily evaded. 
Let it be such that the 
labor und difficulty of evading it could i 
only be justified in cases of greatest ne­ 
cessity. 
Upon the subject of education, not pre­ 
sum ing to dictate any plan or sy sn m 
respecting it, I can oi y say that 1 view 
it as the m ost Important subject which 
we as n people can lie cngagt d in. That 
every inan m ay receive at least a mod­ 
erate education and thereby be i nabled to 
read the histories of his own and othei 
countries, by which he may duly appre­ 
ciate the value of our free institutions, 
appears to be an object of vital impor­ 
tance, even on this account alone, to say 
nothing of the advantages and satisfac­ 
tion to be derived from all being able to 
rend the Scriptures und other works, both

In his annual report to Gov. Han­ 
ly Amos Butler, secretary of the board 
of state charities, says that the coun­ 
ty Jail system of the state is a relic 
of the olden times and should be abol 
ished. 
He insists that jails do more 
harm than good, and he urges the 
establishm ent of district workhouses, 
w here the convicted prisoners may be 
confined. 
He says that jails should 
be merely places of detention pending 
trial. 
Most of the prisoners are con 
victed for violation of state laws, and 
he does not see why the state should 
not take charge of them. 
In most 
Jails the prisoners, he says, are not | 
separated and they frequently lead im­ 
moral and idle lives. 
He points out 
th a t prisoners could be maintained 
more cheaply at district workhouses 
and that no one should be sent to a 
county jail except for some 
minor 
offense 


A rum or that the acceptance of the 
appointm ent of secretary of state by 
Fred A. Sims of Frankfort would pre­

W ashington, Feb. 22.—After fifteen 
years of more or less serious consider­ 
ation of the subject 
the senate has 
passed a j ure food bill by the decisivo 
vote of 63 to 4, M e?#s. Bailey, Bacon, 
Foster and Tillman, all 1» mo- rats, be­ 
ing the only senators to cast their 
votes in the negativa 
The vote was 
taken afte r a <’ay devot-d almost ex­ 
clusively 
to debate of a desultory 
ch aracter on the measure. 
Several 
efforts were made to anmnd the bill 
and the com m ittee accepted a number 
of suggestions, but only those thus 
aocepted were incorporated in the bill 
as passed. 
The bill m akes it a misdemeanor to 
manufacture or sell 
adulterated or 
misbranded foods, drugs, medicines o¡ 
liquors in the District of Columbia, the 
territories and the insular possessions 
of t h ? T ’nited States and prohibits the 
shipm ent of such good- from one state 
to another, or to a foreign country. It 
also prohibits 
the 
receipt 
of 
such 
goods. 
Punishment by fine of $500 or 
by imprisonment for one year nr both 
is prescribed. 
In the' ea¡-*- of corpora­ 
tions officials in charge are made re 
sponsible. 
The treasury department 
and the departments of agriculture 
and of commerce and labor are re­ 
quired to agree upon regulations for 
the collection and examination of the 
articles covered by the hill, but no 
specific provision is made for investi­ 
gation except by tin 
department of 
agriculture. 
Investigations by that de­ 
partment are placed in the hands of 
the chi<f of the bureau of chemistry.! 
and if he finds that tlie* law has been 
violated 'h e secretary of agriculture is 
required to report the facts to the! 
1’nited States district attorney who in 
turn is « »quired to i*; 
11• jr*• proceed­ 
ings in th e federa! courts.
